Students  Have  'Picnic' 
Overcoming  Handicaps 


Picnicing  in  Provo  Canyon  and 
“eating  out”  are  just  plain  fun  ex- 
periences for  most  of  us— but  for 
six  Utah  younsters  they  were  “final 
exams”  in  the  art  of  living. 

To  see  Julie  happily  cranking  the 
handle  on  the  ice-cream  maker; 
David,  Hazel  and  Michael  carry- 
ing a heaping  picnic  basket;  or 
Timmy  and  Scott  conversing  over 
a meal  in  a swank  restaurant,  one 
would  never  guess  they  are  visual- 
ly handicapped  children— and  that's 
the  whole  idea. 

For  eight  weeks,  these  young- 
sters from  American  Fork,  Span- 
ish Fork,  Genoa  and  Provo  have 
been  meeting  three  hours  daily 
Monday  through  Friday  at  the  BYU 
lower  campus  to  work  on  social 
graces,  eating  skills,  as  well  as 
normal  school  subjects. 

POOR  SIGHT 

All  suffer  from  poor  eye-sight 
(20/200  or  poorer)  but  are  learn- 
ing to  lead  normal,  useful  lives 
where  pity  has  no  place. 

Directed  by  Miss  Carol  Shipp,  a 
visiting  teacher  of  the  visually 
handicapped  from  Illinois,  the 
children  visited  a restaurant 
Provo  and  went  on  a picnic  last 
week  to  practice  their  newly- 
learned  skills. 

“It  is  worth  the  effort  for  the 


visually  handicapped  person  to  eat 
neatly  in  a relaxed  manner,”  she 
noted.  “Not  only  does  it  give  him 
self-confidence,  but  if  well  done, 
it  places  others  at  ease  and  builds 
their  confidence  in  his  ability  to  do 
things.” 

POLITE  BOYS 

Upon  entering  the  restaurant,  the 
boys  helped  the  young  ladies  with 
their  chairs  and  then,  after  a little 
dinner  conversation,  they  all  or- 
dered food  which  required  “man- 
aging.” Then  came  the  real  “test” 
—eating. 

Keeping  track  of  “what  food  is 
where”  is  very  difficult  for  the 
visually  handicapped  person. 

Most  found  it  helpful  to  have  the 
various  items  of  food  placed  on 
the  plate  in  locations  correspond- 
ing to  the  numbers  on  the  face  of 
the  clock— meat  from  six  to  eight 
o’clock;  vegetables  from  twelve 
to  three;  potatoes  from  nine  to 
twelve,  etc. 

Cutting  meat,  keeping  the  silver- 
ware properly  positioned,  eating 
tossed  salad  and  buttering  bread 
were  only  a few  of  the  problems 
which  presented  themselves. 

But  smiles  of  satisfaction  radi- 
ated the  sense  of  achievement  the 
children  felt  upon  successfully
